Centra! Government Securities as defined in Sec. 2 of the Public Debt Act, 
1944 (18 of 1944); and/or units of such Mutual Funds which have been set 
up as dedicated Funds for investment in Government securities and 
which have been approved by the Securities and Exchange Board of India;

(TDR) issued by public sector banks. 

To be invested in any of the above three categories as decided by 
their Trustees. 



The Trusts, subject to their assessment of the risk-return prospects, may invest 
upto l/3rd of (iv) above, in private sector bonds/securities, which have an 
investment grade rating from at least two credit rating agencies. 

Any moneys received on the maturity of earlier investments reduced by obligatory 
outgoing shall be invested in accordance with the investment pattern prescribed 
in this Notification. 

In case of any instruments mentioned above being rated and their rating falling 
below investment grade and the same rating has been confirmed by two credit 
rating agencies then the option of exit can be exercised. 

The investment pattern as envisaged in the above paragraphs may be achieved 
by the end of a financial year.
